You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Grantham  on  Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

Art.  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one 
Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Police  Officer, 
and  one  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  the  ensuing  year; 
one  Selectman,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  and  one 
Trustee  of  the  public  Library  for  the  ensuing  three 
years. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  one  or  more  Highway  Agents  and 
all  other  necessary  town  officers,  agents  and  committees, 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges. 

Art.  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  for  support  of  the  poor  and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  apply  for 
Town  Road  Aid. 

Art.  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  repair  highways  and  bridges. 

Art.  7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  snow  bill. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  one-hundredth  of 
one  percent  (1/100  of  1%)  of  the  assessed  valuation 
based  on  the  assessment  of  1952  for  the  purpose  of 
publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  town,  together  with  other  towns  in 
the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region. 


Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  cemeteries. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $400.00 
for  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  in  cooperation 
with  the  State  Forestry  Department. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting,  and  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
will  vote  to  raise  toward  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  an  Old 
Home  Day,  and  take  any  action  thereon. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
wants  to  raise  for  the  fire  department. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  allow  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  the  present  Fire  Pump  and  purchase  one  or 
two  small  pumps,  if  they  have  a  good  opportunity. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  any  property  acquired  by  tax  title, 
if  they  should  deem  it  advisable. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  maintenance  of  the 
town  dump. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan 
for  extending  to  employees  of  the  town  the  benefits  of 
title  II  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old  Age 
and  Survivor's  Insurance)  as  authorized  by  Chapter 
234  of  the  Laws  of  1951  and  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  to  defray  the  town's  share  of  the  cost 
thereof.

Shall  the  provisions  of  chapter  171-A  of  the 
Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing  games  of  beano  be 
adopted  in  this  town? 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

Your  children  returned  to  school  on  Tuesday,  Sep- 
tember 4,  1951  with  a  total  enrollment,  at  that  time 
in  grades  1  through  8  of  sixty-three.  The  high  school 
enrollment  included  fifteen  at  Lebanon  and  six  at 
Newport. 

After  a  special  District  meeting,  held  on  October  8, 
1951,  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  the  transportation 
of  the  North  Grantham  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils. 
Some  money  is  saved  by  the  new  arrangement  but  it 
has  made  it  more  difficult  for  pupils  and  teacher  at 
North  Grantham. 

The  State  aid  for  Grantham  was  drastically  reduced 
by  action  of  the  last  legislature.  Grantham's  share  of 
state  aid  in  1949  was  $5,112.80;  in  1950,  $5,220.89;  and 
1951,  $3,249.28.  It  is  impossible  to  predict  when  the 
legislature  will  increase  state  aid  for  schools.  Vermont 
and  Maine  have  a  much  larger  State  Aid  program. 

The  possibility  of  having  one  group  of  four  grades 
attend  the  Village  school  and  the  other  four  grades 
attend  the  North  Grantham  school  has  been  investi- 
gated. The  following  are  figures  of  cost  where  this 
system  is  used  in  Croydon: 

Two  teachers'  salaries  $4,500. 

Transportation  (1951-1952)  2,360. 

Total  $6,860. 

The  present  cost  of  three  teachers  in  Grantham  is 
$6,000. 

School  costs  continue  to  increase  throughout  this 
state  and  our  neighboring  states.  The  state  average 
per  pupil  cost  for  grades  1-8  for  1949-50  (latest  avail- 
able figure)  was  $229.49  and  for  grades  9-12,  $245.86. 
The  estimated  per  pupil  cost  for  your  schools,  grades 
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1-8  for  this  year  is  $141.66.  The  tuition  at  Newport 
High  School  is  $200  and  at  Lebanon  $225.  At  both 
high  schools  the  cost  per  pupil  is  greater  than  the 
amount  being  charged  for  tuition.  The  average  elemen- 
tary teacher's  salary  in  the  state  is  $2,739. 

Grantham's  share  of  the  Supervisory  Union  expenses 
is  greater  because  the  new  law  requires  them  to  be 
figured  on  "adjusted  valuation"  and  number  of  pupils. 
Both  items  have  increased  in  Grantham,  especially  ad- 
justed valuation. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  School  Board,  teachers  and 
others  who  have  helped  me  during  this  first  year  of 
work  with  you.  I  have  been  impressed  with  the  care 
your  School  Board  has  taken  in  supervising  expendi- 
tures and  the  citizens  may  feel  confident  that  full  value 
has  been  received  for  the  money  spent. 

You  are  fortunate  to  have  such  capable  teachers  for 
your  children.  Mrs.  Mabel  Pillsbury,  who  taught  in 
Grantham  previously,  returned  this  year  for  the  upper 
grades  in  the  Village  school.  Mrs.  Doris  Farrington 
who  has  had  previous  teaching  experience  replaces  Mrs. 
Gladys  Walker  in  the  lower  grades.  Mr.  Richard  Wy- 
man  of  Keene,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College, 
with  two  years  experience  is  the  teacher  in  North 
Grantham. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  my  predecessor, 
William  J.  English,  for  the  effective  schools  and  efficient 
school  administration  which  he  organized  and  served 
for  many  years. 

In  submitting  this  first  report  to  you,  I  would  like 
you  to  know  that  I  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  work- 
ing with  the  School  Board  members  and  citizens  who 
are  interested  in  a  sound  and  sensible  school  program. 
The  pupils  in  your  schools,  as  I  have  observed  them, 
are  fine  young  Americans,  worthy  of  the  finest  educa- 
tional  opportunities    the    community   can   provide.    In 
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most  cases,  the  pupils  going  to  high  school  are  getting 
satisfactory  marks  and  are  developing  desirable  habits 
of  work  and  right  attitudes  toward  other  people.  These 
young  men  and  women  are  to  be  highly  commended 
for  the  effort  they  put  into  getting  to  high  school  and 
working  hard  at  their  studies.  You,  their  parents  and 
their  school  teachers,  have  taught  well  the  lesson  that 
one  makes  great  achievement  more  often  by  hard  work 
than  by  being  a  genius.
